Cicco's arrest Christmas eve on a 
tin from White, who after reelas- 
ing Di Cfcco Tuesday read, of the 
worsan's murder.

Teenagers 'Frighten* Local Women, 


Place Phoney Orders, Send Medics

A 15-year-old Dixon high achooj freshman signed a writ- 


ten confession here yesterday admitting that he was a leader 
of a band of teenagers implicated in a long series of myste- 
rious phone calls to Dixon women. 


Chief of Police Frank Tyrw and Dixon police officers 


cracked the case yesterday after an investigation dating back 
18 months when the youth was a grade school student 


The phone messages, the 


youth told State's Atty.Jam 
Bates, were oftentimes ob- 
scene and the majority of 
them asked the listener for 
"dates." 


Residents on a certain section 


of ' Chatnberlin street were the 
main objects of the phone calls. 
Some of them were socially prom- 
inent and the majority were de- 
scribed as "terrified" by the Im- 
plications of the calls mads from 
the youth's home. 


Eight Others 


In admitting the incidents, the 


slightly-built 
youth 
implicated 


eight other boys, some of them 
underclassmen in high school but 
the majority grade school stu- 
dents. 


His story to State's Atty. Bales, 


Chief Tyne and Chief Deputy 
Sheriff John Stouffer cleared up * 
case that ha* -had local authori- 
ties baffled for months. Inability 
to trace the dialed^ phone • mes- 


was the/mate block to the

The youth's revelations also 


cleared up other mysteries. They 
included phone orders placed to 
local grocers ordering meats and 
groceries sent to households picked 
at random.

Admits Thefts 


Petty thefts, including shop-lift- 


ing incidents at numerous local 
stores, were also included in the 
youth's confession. 


Two phony fire alarms were 


turned in and in one phone call, 
a, Dixon police sergeant was called 
an "S. O. B." 


But mainly, the phone esca- 


pades were directed at women. 
The youth admitted "about SO" 
such calls. He did not estimate 


the number placed by.others in 
his ."gaag, 
Most of the youth's tale was sor- 


did, ft .included, male sex irreg- 
ularities, 
window peeping and 


trailing of girls to their homes "to 
see what they would do." 


Under questioning, the youth 


said that "the gang" would gather 
at his borne when his mother was 
away. His father is not. living in 
the home, police learned.

Ask fer "Dates" 


Often, when the woman of the 


house was contacted, the conver- 
sation would drift to one of an ob- 
scene nature. 
The boya. would 


ask for "dates" although they 
were never promised any, he ad- 
mitted. 


During the questioning Friday 


afternoon, it developed that the 
youth established himself as "a 
leader" of the youthful gang. He 
admitted that he sometimes stole 
articles needed by his cohorts.

He ran a 
finger down the Chamberlin street 
addresses and admitted they were 
among those he had phoned. 


Some of the calls were directed 


to female rlassmates of the boys 
The youth questioned said that he 
had trailed "two or three" of them 
to their homes but denied he had 
relations with the girls. 


"I just wanted to see what they 


would do," he told his question 
ers. 


Heekman Changes Plea to 
^Guilty' in Court Here 


Robert Heekman, Dixon, today 


withdrew a plea of not guilty and 
entered a plea of guilty to charges 
of assault with intent to commit 
rape. 


Heekman changed his plea be-

with intent to commit rape in IMS. 


Without being tried on those 


charges, he was judged an insane 
person by a trial jury in 1949 and 
committed to the psychopathic 
branch of the Menard penitentiary. 


He was considered insane at *he 


time of his trial snd not st the 
time he committed the alleged 
crime*. 


His attorney, Walter 8teven«. 


public defender, told the court that 
the defendant fullered a brain in- 


jury In an accident in 1945 and thai 
his offenses stemmed from the 
time of that accident. 


Stevens said that in IMS Heck- 


man was hurt in a Coss dairy 
truck accident snd another man 
was killed as a result of it. Subse- 
quent examination of the defendant 
in a Veterans Administration hos- 
pital revealed that his brain was 
injured.

Here's How You Can Care 
For Christmas Gift Plants 


By HENKY FREE 


Anyone can grow a few ironclad 


house plants such as the Chinese 
evergreen, the jade-plant or the 
sansevieria but for some reason 
the flowering holiday plants are 
difficult to maintain. 


It is the opinion of this old gar- 


dener that these gift plants be en- 
joyed while they bloom and then 
be discarded as one does a bouquet 
of cut flowers. However, if you 
wish, to keep them, here are some 
pointers on their care. 


Poinsettia, the' common Christ- 


mas plant, should not be allowed 
to dry out too much while bloom- 
ing. It requires a' warm, humid 
temperature. If there is not enough 
humidity in the room you wiU 
have to spray the leaves with 
tepid water daily. Be careful not to 
wet the blossoms. A warm, sunny 
window is the best place for your 
poinsettia.- 


Keep it away from drafts. Any 


sudden chill will allow the leaves 
to fail. When it has finished bloom- 
ing cut It. back. Allow about six 
inches on the stem. Place it in a 
cool cellar window and give only 
enough water to keep the roots 
alive. Keep it dormant until spring, 
then repot and set outside. By 
careful handling you may have 
a nice plant the -second year. 


Azaleas do not need to be babied 


as much^s poinsettia. They grow 
best in an east or south window. 
Moderate watering is best. It will 
thrive in a room from 50 to 60 de- 
grees. If your house is hot and dry 
you will need to spray the leaves 
dally to keep them on. The soil 
needs to be kept acid. 


If the leaves start to turn a yel- 


lowrgreen, dissolve a little alum in 
the water which is used for water- 
ing. When it stops blossoming it 
must be kept watered. The buds 
for next year's blooms are formed 
as soon as,lt completes its 'blos- 
soming period. Keep the plant 
growing by continuing to feed and 
water it. 


The Jerusalem cherry likes 


cool temperature. It also requires 
high humiidty and plenty of sun- 
shine. Any 'smoke or gas in the 
room will cause the leaves to fall. 
Daily spraying of the leaves with

A Washington Daily News columnist, John Cramer, has 


come up with a hard-headed plan for federal economy tha 
might save American taxpayers more than a billion dollars. 


It goes like this: In the many departments and agencies 


of the national government there are tens of thousands oi 
subdivisions. In these sub-units, the power to spend appro- 
priated funds from day to day lies in the hands of super 
visors. Thus, in effect, these supervisors are the real man 
agers of the government's operating budget. 


But since they have the power to spend, they also have 


the powai4 to save. Their collective individual restraints 
properly exercised, could considerably reduce the actua 
money outlays of the federal establishment. 
• • • 


To encourage the supervisors to save, it would be neces 


sary to give each of them his own working budget, with 
some sort of inducement not merely to live within It, but to 
cut it wherever he could. Right now only about 5 per cent 
of federal supervisors have their own budgets. 
Says Cramer of this idea: 
"A budget for the supervisor would put him on notice 
that saying is an important, a major part of his job, just 
like it is for every boss, foreman or supervisor in private 
industry." 


What this plan would do, plainly, is to take general gov 


ernment economy goals from the upper administrative strata 
down to the everyday working level, where all organizational

Mentally 111 Find Some 
Hope in Electric Shock Use 


M. B. asks a difficult, but inter 


esling question: "Have electric 
shock 
treatments," 
she 
asks 


"proved to be helpful in easing 
mental disturbances in persons 
\vhere such condition is apparently 
inherited?" 


The reason Uiis question is diffi- 


cult to answer is that it is not clear 
just what the correspondent means 
xvhen she says "inherited mental 
dutuibanccs." 


Most mental disease is not di 


leitly inhciitcd. Also, there are 
bevcial kinds of mental disturb- 
ances just as there arc several 
kinds o( hcail disease, so that one 
cannot lump them together and 
say that they should all be treated 
in the same way. 


However, the question of eleo 


trie shock treatments is an exceed- 
ingly interesting one and can be 
discussed in general terms. 


Since about 1928 new hope has 


aijscn 
for ninny patients with 


mental conditions" because of the 
discovery that some mentally dls 
crfsed people may be improved by 
gumg them shock treatment. 


At first sho»k was produced by 


giving laige doses of insulin (which 
is used in the treatment of dia- 
betes). In Uige doses this Insu- 
lin causes a type of reaction which 
doctors call shock. 


Th<» mental condition of many of 


the mental patients who received 
this shock treatment cleared up. 
However, certain 
disadvantages 


developed from the use of insulin. 
A substance called metrazol was 
then tried. 
This also produced 


shock. 


A few years later electricity be- 


gan to be used to give the shock 
Ueatments and this, too .brought 
about good results in many cases. 
Now electric shock is pobably 
u«ed most often, and although 
these treatments do not cure all 
mental patients, they do help in 
many cases. Usually several shock 
treatments have to be given be- 
fore the best results are obtained. 


Persons who have friends or rela- 


tives whose cases warrant trying 
shock treatment ought nol b* «x- 


pect too much. It does not always 
work, but it offers hope to many. 
O( course, it is not suitable for 
everyone and the mental specialist 
in charge of the individual patient 
Is the only one who can decide 
whether or not it is worth a trial. 
MENTAL ILLNESS IS DISEASE 


It cannot be emphasized too often 


that those who have a mental di- 
sease are just as truly ill a* are 
those who have a broken bone, a 
tumor or some other trouble which 
can be seen or felt. 


In the not too distant past, those 


who suffered from a mental die- 
ease were often kept in chains or 
solitary confinement, were beaten, 
and no effort was made to get at 
the source of th* difficulty. 
Re* 


form finally came in most place* 
and the mentally ill came to b* 
treated more humanely. 


With this more sensible view 


have come real advances *in treat- 
ment, of which electric shock treat- 
ment is one.

Most players would find it easy 


to misplay the South hand shown 
today, giving the defenders 
Christmas present of 100 points 
When David Carter, well-known St 
Louis • expert, played the South 
hand, however, he preferred to 
give the Christmas present to his 
partner by playing the hand with 
brilliance and care. 


Dave won the first trick with the 


ace of diamonds, noting that he 
could afford to lose one diamond 
one club, and only one trump trick 
Carter laid down the-king of 
hearts at the second trick. 


The idea wa* to lead a low heart 


and finesse dummy's eight if East 
happened to drop th* nine or ten 
of heart* on th* first round of that 
suit. This would provide against 
four trumps to the queen-ten or to 
the queen-nine in the West hand. 


The safety play was a huge suc- 


cess. If declarer had taken the 
first trump trick with dummy's 
ace he would have lost two trump 
tricks to West. 


West saw which way the wind 


was blowing, so he put up the ten 
of hearts when declarer continued 
with a low heart towards dummy's 
ace-eight. Dummy won with the 
ace of hearts, and South now had 
his second chance to lose t>« con- 
tract. A trump continuation would 
have been fatal. 


Note how the play goes if de- 


clarer leads a third round of 
trumps at once. West wins with 
the queen of hearts and leads dia- 
monds, forcing declarer to ruff the 
third round. South can now driw 
the last trump, but only by using 
up his own last trump. West must 
regain the lead with the king of 
clubs In time to set the contract 
by leading his last diamond. 


Dave Carter avoided this trap by 


abandoning trumps temporarily. 
After winning the second round oi 
trumps in dummy with the ace oi 
hearts, declarer switched to clubs, 
finessing the ten around to West. 
West took the queen of diamonds 
and led another diamond, but de- 
clarer was able to ruff in dummy, 
thus' preserving his own trump 
length. 


He re-entered his hand with the 


ace of spades in order to lead the 
jack of hearts, forcing out West's 
queen.

This drop has already been reflected in lower prices for packaged 
lard on your grocer's shelves. 


You'll find that the r-flned lard products you 


can buy today are a far cry from grandmother's 
kettle-rzndered fats. The lard industry has made 
various changes in the refining processes that will 
please you. Refiners often add an antioxidant to 
lard. Thitr is a substance that slows down the de- 
velopment of rancidity and so increases the keep- 
In? qualities of the lard. 


Other packers partially hydrogenate lard. Thin 


gives a firm, white product with a bland flavor 
that many people prefer to the flavor of ordinary 


June Pilgrim 
lard. Lard that has been hydrogenated will keep 


at room temperature without becoming sloppy or rancid. 


Sometimes hydrogenated lard flakes are added to the lard in order 


its melting point and keep it fitm at room temperature. Some

refiners add an emulsifying agent 
that simplifies the creaming proc- 
ess when you use lard for making 
pastry, cakes or cookies. 


When you use lard in recipes, 


remember that it has a greater 
shortening value than any of the 
hydrogenated vegetable shorten- 
ings. If the recipe calls for hy- 
drogenated fats, cut down the 
amount of lard you use by two 
t 


blespoons for each cup of other 
t called for. 
Blethods of Mixing When Using 
steps when using lard in cakes: 


To the homemaker who takes 


advantage of the lower prices of 
lard and uses it in baking, we'd 
like to offer some hints. 


Always remember that lard has 


greater shortening value (as stat- 
ed above), and 
decrease the 
Count used by two tablespoons 


each cup of other fat called 


for. 


To have lard-shortened, cakes of 


fine texture and flavor make sure 
that lard is mild-flavored and 
smooth. You need to also modify 
the method of cake mixing. Never 
use the one-bowl or quick-mix 
method. 


We suggest the following six 


steps who nusing lard in cakes: 
*>1. Cream the lard and three- 
Woirths of sugar called for in rec- 
ipe. Adding a little of milk called 
for in cike recipe makes cream- 
ing easier. The remainder of su- 
gar is saved to beat with egg 
whites later. 


2. Stir egg yolks into the rest of 


the milk (this varies from usual 
practice of adding the eggs to the 
creamed sugar and lard). 


3. Beat egg whites until stiff but 
lot dry. Add the reserved fourth 


sugar. Beat only until it has 


barely disappeared. This -makes 
a meringue. 


4. Sift the flour, salt and baking 


powder together three times. 


6. Add flour and liquid ingredi- 


ent (generally milk) alternately. 
This is usual procedure. Plan to 
begin and end with flour. 


*. Carefully fold the meringue 


Into the batter. Pour into prepared 
pans and bake as for other short- 
ened cakes. 
^ The addition of spices, chocolate 
or burnt sugar oftei improve* the 
flavor of cakes made with lard.

But. more air 
can be beaten into ice cream, glar- 
ing greater volume In the trade, 
this is called over-run.

that these frozen products are new 
Mid different. They are not substi- 
tutes or synthetic ice creams. 
Many ice cream 
manufacturers 


will continue to make ice cream, 
sherbets and ices as well as the 
new product. This new product 


will be marketed under a variety 
of fanciful names.

PARIS— (NBA)—Despite the continued threat of Soviet 


aggression, West Europeans take a more optimistic view of 
their prospects in 1953. 


Lavish preparations are being made in homes, restau- 


rants and amusement places to celebrate the arrival of the 
New Year with a gusto and on a scale unrivaled since pre- 
. war days. 


Not even the bitter debate raging in France and Germany 
over the ratification of the Euro- 
pean Defense Community treaty 
will dampen the holiday spirit of 
Europe'* man-in-the-street. 


Said a visiting miner in a Paris 


bistro, "a day gained for peace is 


day gained for rurvival." 
His words are echoed every 


where by the "little people"—the 
p*op!e who 'j«u»l!y «iff»r »n4 *»<•• 
rifice most in Europe's perennial 
conflicts.

The year J932 started with grave 


economic crises in Britain, France 
anil Italy. The stalemate in Korea 
and a wave of unrest In Iran, 
Egypt, Tunisia and Morocco fol- 
lowed. The Arab wt-rld seemed on 
the verge of a great political ex- 
plosion. 


Russia was gaining the hot-cold 


war while Western diplomacy suf- 
fered a series of setbacks. 


None of these cloud* has aa yet 


dispersed—especially while the 
West continues to be agitated by 
the question of the European Army 
and German integration into the 
democratic alliance.

But there are signs of new and 


hopeful developments In 1953. 


Farslghted western leaders are 


increasingly aware that, in the face 
of (he Russian threat. Europe must 
unite to survive. This course was 
consistently urged by President- 
-«lect Dwight D. Elsenhower as su- 


preme chief of NATO's armed 
forces. 


The future federtaion of France, 


West Germany, Italy, Belgium, 
Holland and 
Luxembourg—"Lit- 


tle Eturope"—was born at the. end 
of 19S2. 


"It is a premature child and will 


need careful nursing," Belgium's 
wise statesman Paul-Henri Spaak 
said. "But it is definitely alive," 
he added. 


There is also growing realization 


that the Schuman Plan—the new 
six-nation coal and steel pool—is 
more than an instrument -for fu- 
ture French-German collaboration.

Europe Views Soviet Threat in '53

VIENNA-«V-Western 
Europe 


coked toward the new year and 
the East today with a general con- 
viction that the Russians will hesi- 
tate to march in 1953 but will keep 
the cold war hot 


Many European statesmen, led 


by England's hlstory-wise Winston 
Churchill, believe the danger of a 
shooting war has receded although 
the Kremlin still seeks Communist 
domination of all Europe. 
. Binh Military Strengtteataff 
—Against thi«, military men fear 
a recent speed-up in Russian and 
•ateUite military power. The f ea-, 


erals, led by U. S. Gen. Matthew 
Rldgeway, supreme Allied com- 
mander in Europe, caution that the 
Soviets, may be. approaching the 
strength they need to overrun the 
continent at the same time that 
Europe iclaxes in over confidence. 


Europe now looks to president- 


elect Eisenhower to provide new 
drive, inspiration and leadership 
in it* troubled effort* to forge a 
unified defense community. 


Statesmen and soldiers alike 


agree they will have a hard task 
to keep alive any sense of urgency 
among masses of Europeans who. 
more and more, are reassured by 
Stalin'* "peace" tiOk. 


Danger Not Tawed 


Western intelligence, however, 


agreed the danger has by no means 
passed. There are an estimated 
189 Russian and satellite divisions 
in European Russia and her East 
European puppets. The aim of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
was 96 divisions and 9,000 by J964. 
But that goal became only a dream 
in mid-December when NATO cut 
it* 1953 program because of confi- 
dence among politicians, combined 
with public pressure to cut ex- 
penses. 


The West's unity primarily Is 


baaed on French-German relations 


and the planned contribution of 12 
German divisions to the European 
army. If this plan fails, the Atlan- 
tic nations will have to scramble 
to put together a new defensive al- 
liance. Russia will have gained 
an important victory without "war. 


She will gain, too, if Ui<» West's 


peace contract with Germany is 
not ratified, if the Schuman coal- 
steel pool plan fails, if France and 
Germany can't solve their differ- 
ences q*/er the rich Saar Basin or 
if general unrest continues in North 
Africa. 


Two Choice* for RnMla, 


But if the peace and European 


Deleave Community Ureatle* are 


approved, if Europe'* economic 
recovery is speeded, if the situa-i 
tion in North Africa i* nailed down.' 
then, these Intelligence men say. 
Russia has two choice* for \W3: 


First, the Kremlin can *et back 


its timetable for Communist dom- 
ination of Europe but keep the 
cold war brewing. 


Alternately, Joseph Stain may 


consider that, In view of growing 
Western strength, it la time to take 
a calculated risk of war by a aerie* 
of tough move* to strengthen So- 
viet positions in Europe. One such 
move may be a new blockade of 
Wett Berlin.

Japanese commission reported to- 
day 300.000 prostitute* are working 
in Japan and blamed U. 8. serv< 
icemen for the business boom. 


The 
National Social 
Welfare 


Commission made it* report In a 
"white paper." 


Japan'* feminine population i* 


about 43,390,000. 


The commission aaid "foreign 


soldiers should be requested to re- 
strain, and special red-light quar- 
ters should be created for them 
early next year." • 


The commission's paper will be 


submitted to all Japan government 
offices and to members of parlia- 
ment. 


The commission said M.OOO of the 


300,000 girls are operating in 603 
red light quarters, and the rest are 
at large — mainly catering to for- 
eign soldiers. 


In prewar Japan, prostitutes 


were allowed to operate only in 
icensed quarters under police su- 
pervision. The Allied occupation 
divorced police from control of 
brothel* and let loose hordes of 
prostitutes to the street*.' 


Japanese police gradually gained 


back control and herded 59.000 
girls to the 603 licensed quarters. 


The commission reported 40 per 


cent of the prostitutes are 21 to 
25 years of age and 37, per cent 
are younger than 20. 


Only 18 per cent of the girls earn 


more than $83 a month and 53 per 
cent ean $28 to $55 monthly. 


"The girls are being exploited 


by underworld bosses, brothel 
keepers and procurer*." the com 
mission said.

The committee reported it is con- 


vinced the former head of the de* 
partment's Criminal and Tax di- 
visions "never sold himself for 
riches or for power." 


Reflects "Decay" 


But it pointed to his career as 
'the most accurate reflection of 
decay within the Department of 
Justice that the subcommittee has 
come upon." 


The report also touches on the 


Justice department service of 
Caudle's superiors—Tom Clark, 
onetime attorney general and now 
a supreme court Justice; J. How- 
ard McGrath. former attorney gen- 
eral, and Peyton Ford, who was 
Clark's deputy. It said Caudle was 
not responsible for what it called 
their "Indifferent attitude." 


Caudle, who figured prominently 


In another House committee's 
probe of corruption in government, 
was pictured as a war witness for 
the Chelf-Keatlng group. 


The report referred to Caudle's 


eight days of'testimony and said 
the North Carolinian "In etldurlng 
the personal tribulations of 1952, 
was serving hlo country as faith- 
fully as he ever had In public of- 
fice in prior, better years." 


Honorably Motivated 


"Every member of the subcom- 


mittee and its staff, who observed 
Chudle and listened to his testi- 
mony over a long period, shares in 
the opinion that he is an honorably 


motivated man," the report said. 
However, Rep. Rogers (D- Colo), 
a 
subcommittee member, dis- 


agreed with the majority's con- 
clusion about Caudle's motives. 


"This praise 1* unwarranted by 


a man who has violated a public 
trust," Rogers said in a statement. 
"He received a mink coat and 
$5,000 from persons interested in 
cases before him. How 'honorably 
motivated* can one man get?" 


Burning up "shortcomings," the 


report said of Caudle: 


"He was weak, and the naive 


code of a country lawyer did not 
serve him well in the corrupting 
sophistication of the Washington 
he knew; he made errors of judg- 
ment, some of which played their 
part ^ in destroying public confl- 
denc* in the government he serv- 
ed: and h* swallowed more in the 
name of personal loyalty than any 
man should stomach . . . 


"And 
in every instance where 


the choice was clearly black or 
white, Caudle's choice appears to 
have been impeccably correct."
